Builders hammered away 
at Arlington Heights* new 
ordinance Mon­ 
day night at the village board 
meeting. 
The trustees heard some 
five requests for variations 
from the 70 feet frontage 
requirements of the ordi­ 
nance, passed March 16. The 
m atters were complicated by 
a dispute over the interpre­ 
tation of the ordinance and 
the uncertainty of the date 
on which the bill became ef­ 
fective. 
Perhaps the most important of 
the five requests was that 
of 
Shagbark Builders, the decision 
of which will affect a large num­ 
ber of the village’s undeveloped 
lots. 
Shagbark claims that the 
land 
involved 
was 
subdivided 
long before the new ordinance 
became effective and therefore 
is not governed by the statute. 
Village Attorney Stephen Jurco, 
however, pointed out that Shag­ 
bark Builders did not purchase 
the land until after the ordinance 
became effective and therefore 
must comply. 
* * * 


A COURT DECISION is pend­ 
ing on a sim ilar situation in Sko­ 
kie, testing whether land sub­ 
divided before such an ordinance 
and purchased afterw ard is re­ 
stricted by the ordinance. 
A “yes” decision would mean 
that many of Arlington Heights’ 
unimproved lots could never be 
built upon (without variations), 
unless owned by the builder pre­ 
vious to the subdivision ordinance, 
the reason being that they would 
fail to meet the 70 ft. frontage re­ 
quirement. Corner lots must have 
75 foot frontage, and 
the 
total 
area must be a minimum of 8750 
square feet. 
Henry Sterzak, Chicago, repre­ 
sented Shagbark Builders at Mon­ 
day night’s meeting and claimed 
that his firm was being discrim ­ 
inated against. “Why pick on this 
lot,” he complained.

with lots with less than 70 foot 
frontage.

MAYOR EDW ARD C a r l i s l e 
stated that “If such building is 
going on, without our approval, it 
is sub-standard and we want 
to 
know about it.” 
Shagbark is asking approval for 
two lots, 55 by 131 each, at the 
com er of Windsor and Foundry 
in Stonegate. 
It was pointed out 
that the proposed lots fell some 
1500 square feet shy of the ordi­ 
nance requirem ents.

has been referred to Jurco. who I who submitted a plan involving 
is awaiting the Skokie decision. 
A slightly different protest has 
been made by Harmony Builders. 
Chicago contractors planning a 20 
home subdivision south of Miner 
st. on an extension of Prindle. 
John Sevagleo, president of the 
building firm, claims that sub­ 
division plans were filed with the 
village prior to the new ordinance, 
and he should be allowed to con­ 
tinue plans for 20 homes on lots 
56 feet wide. 
The planning commission 
had 
agreed in an earlier meeting, but 
the village board argued that no 
ownership of the land 
can 
be 
shown prior to sometime in June. 
The question then arose as to 
w'hen the ordinance had become 
effective. It was adopted at a vil­ 
lage board meeting March 16. but 
did not become effective until IO 
days after it 
was 
printed 
in 
pamphlet form. This date was not 
immediately ascertained. 
The board, in defeating the re­ 
quest 5-1 (Schlickman voting in 
favor), maintained that the build­ 
ers could conform to 
the 
ordi­ 
nance by subdividing 
only 
18 
homes instead of 20.

The trustees did not strenuous­ 
ly object to the 66 ft. width of the 
lots since the 156 ft. length more 
than made up the necessary 8750 
sq. ft. total.

Two Laws Signed 
To Protect Tots 


Two laws designed to protect 
children from hazards which have 
been in the news frequently in re­ 
cent years were signed by Gov. 
Stratton last week following pas­ 
sage by the recent legislative ses­ 
sion. 


House Bill 686 by Rep. Zvaline 
requires protective covering 
or 
fencing about dangerous excava­ 
tions. 
It provides a fine up to 
5200 or 60 days’ imprisonment for 
failure to suitably cover or sur­ 
round open wells, quarries, ex­ 
cavations for buildings, or other 
excavations. This does not apply 
d u r i n g construction providing 
workmen or a watchman are pres­ 
ent. 


House Bill 428 by Rep. Zagone 
prevents the overloading of ve­ 
hicles used in transporting chil­ 


dren. 
No more passengers than 
recommended by the manufactur­ 
er are permitted in buses oper­ 
ated by private schools, 
d a y 
camps, summer camps, or nur 
sery schools. Also, the bus must 
carry personal injury liability in 
surance in the minimum of $5,000 
for one person and $100,000 for 
one accident. 
Penalties are pro­ 
vided for violations.

LANDINGS BY aircraft may be 
prohibited by public airports if it 
will endanger the public safety 
health, welfare, or common de­ 
fense, under Senate Bill 878 by 
Sens. 
Strunok and Larson, sign 
ed last week by Gov. Stratton.

collar” who has “ completely ac­ 
commodated” himself to the new 
faith. This, he feels, is a form of 
exploitation in which psychiatry 
is used as a new, applied type of 
religion. 


“ The two biggest problems,” he for exploration: if psychology can 
describe, “distorted value 
sys­ 
tem s” then religion can fight this 
growing trend toward m aterial­ 
ism. 
(The economic psychology 
of motivational research has done 
little to assist this cause.) 
In more practical m atters, an 
increased attem pt at 
“creative 
dialogue” would probably result 
in more early deliveries of the 
mentally 
disenfranchised 
into 
professional hands by minister, 
priest and rabbi. 
And this dialogue should be ex­ 
tended to include improvement 
of judicial processes concerned 
with mental illness. As Wheeling 
township justice of the peace. At­ 
torney W alter P. Dahl, points out, 
m ental illness may first be de­ 
tected by general practitioners 
who can do nothing in a legal 
sense to see that it is treated. 
“I had a man in here the other 
day whose wife was diagnosed as 
mentally ill by her family doc­ 
tor. 
She had taken her children 
with her and vanished. The hus­ 
band said the doctor wouldn’t 
sign commitment papers, 
how­ 
ever, because he w asn’t a psy­ 
chiatrist and was afraid of being 
sued,” Judge Dahl sighed. 
“A general knowledge of 
re­ 
ligions is essential to the psychia­ 
trist,” Dr. Weber 
says, adding 
that he encourages a patient to 
take up religion if it is thought 
that it will prove emotionally sat­ 
isfying to him.

Yet, there is 
still a reluctance to refer 
(the 
emotionally disturbed to a psy­ 
chiatrist I; there is a 
lingering 
m istrust of psychotherapy.” 
Both Dr. Weber and Rev. Marty 
are aware of the historical com­ 
petition between these two areas 
of concern; both too, seem to feel 
that psychiatry is gaining 
the 
status of acceptability. 
* * * 
AND THERE are certain paral­ 
lels which can (with trepidation) 
be drawn between these diverse 
disciplines: 
—Both are 
legitimately 
con­ 
cerned with the ultimates of the 
human condition. In fact, the lit­ 
erature of psychology in its view 
of man in his totality has resulted 
in psychological explorations into 
the “supreme doctrine’’ of Zen 
Buddhism, in tomes appearing 
on existential psychoanalysis, and 
in other fields formerly foreign 
to its thought. 
—Both psychiatry and Christian- 
I ity, for instance, were founded by 
prophets of their time who were 
crucified, one literally, the other 
verbally; and both were incorpo­ 
rated and formalized into move­ 
ments by a priesthood of adher­ 
ents. 
—Both have of late been m ark­ 
ed by departures from disciple­ 
ship, with emphasis being placed 
on that which is efficacious (and 
w-orksi applied to the framework 
of present social dynamics. 
—Both have contributed to and 
set racing the thoughts of the 
other (by attacking if nothing else 
that discipline’s dogma). 
(Psychology, for instance, has 
seemed to confirm what religion 
at least suspected: that man isn’t 
the rational animal the Age of 
Enlightenment thought him.) 
* * * 
AND ONE of the first thinkers 
to examine the extremes of ab­ 
surd thought was the melancholy 
Danish theologian, Kierkegaard. 
It evolved into an existential psy­ 
choanalysis developed by Jean 
Paul Sartre from which the psy­ 
chiatric movement is now' draw­ 
ing additional clues as to psychic 
stresses (other than libidinous) 
produced by our Age of Anxiety. 
(This question is examined con­ 
versely by Theologian Paul Till­ 
ich in “The Courage to Be,” in 
which he draws from the context 
ot contemporary psychology.) 
This problem of existence, Rev. 
j M arty thinks, is reflected in what 
he has called the “ mono-dimen­ 
sional” life of the suburbs; it is a 
! condition marked by 
boredom, 
; apathy and a feeling of the mean- 
' inglessness of life. 
“Now, when a housewife goes 


I to the doctor it might as often be 
that she feels neglected as that 
she is suffering from some neu­ 
rotic anxiety,” M arty said. 
Dr. Monte J. Meldman, Arling 
I ton Heights psychiatrist, admits 
to applying some existential psyw 
choanalysis in a few of his cases. 
Does modem man worry about 
death? Yes, Dr. Meldman thinks.

SOME MIGHT THINK this con- 


I cern with existence would negate 
some of the biological determin­ 
ism in Freud’s thought; that 
it 
would refute the “ Pansexualism ” 
decried by some clerics. 
But as Dr. Weber notes, it has 
been wily recently that the Puri­ 
tanical pale cast on America over 
the issue of sex has lifted, due 
prim arily to the impact of the 
Kinsey reports. 
Sex, however, is still not view- 
ed in its 
proper 
perspective. 
“Now, sex is 
exploited, 
made 
stimulating and suggestive.” Dr. 
Weber said. 
“In Europe,” 
he 
compared, “sex is seen as an or­ 
dinary part of life; it is not over­ 
emphasized.” And in m arriage, 
he said, sex should be seen as a 
necessary complement to intellec­ 
tual and emotional harmony rath­ 
er than the main orchestration in 
this discordant symphony of life. 
But in speaking o f the most 
outstanding single contribution to 
m ental health, Dr. Meldman re­ 
turns to organic origins w hen he 
says “penicillin.”

BUT HE CAUTIONS that intel­ 
lectual lucidity is 
not 
enough; 
emotional insight counts for much 
more in the therapeutic processes. 
“Most of my patients have read 
half a dozen books on peace 
of 
mind and the psychology of every­ 
day living before coming here,” 
Weber related. 
But perhaps a final parallel 
could be broadly drawn between 
these articles of science and faith 
in noting that the 
message 
of 
Freud and of Jesus appeared to 
be one of love. 
From “ No man 
is an island,” a psychological ob­ 
servation, to "Let he among you 
who has not sinned (or known the 
torment of guilt) cast the first 
stone,” a moralistic judgment, is 
not too long a stride. 
Add to this the comment of the 
Forest hospital’s psychiatric di­ 
rector, Dr. Rudolph G. Novick; 
“There is no sharp line distin­ 
guishing the mentally ill from the 
healthy.” 
Mental illness then is 
neither remote nor improbable. 
This being accepted, we can 
consider Nietzsche's great 
out­ 
burst: “ Instead of the judge, the 
creator.”

The Way We See It 
Suburban Streams Are 
Used as Garbage Pail 


The Chicago metropolitan press has 
been full of reports recently of the prob­ 
lems of stream pollution in this area. 
Many suburbanites seem to consider 
the nearest river or stream a legitimate 
dumping place for all kinds of trash. 
Broken concrete, 
old 
hot 
water 
tanks, empty steel drums, cans, bicycles, 
discarded auto tires and even garbage 
are thrown into the water or on the bank. 
Not only is this accumulation of junk 
an unsightly mess, detracting from the 
beauty of communities, forest preserves, 
and waterways, but much of it adds to 
the log jams that restrict canoeing, boat­ 
ing, fishing and all forms of recreation 
on rivers. 


A campaign is under way to educate 
the public to a higher respect for water­ 
ways. Efforts are being made to clean up 
rivers and streams by acquainting citi­ 
zens and local government officials with 
the River and Harbor act which provides 
for penalties of fines up to $2500 or im­ 
prisonment up to a year, or both, for 
dumping refuse in rivers. 
Stream pollution is a serious prob­ 
lem in the Des Plaines river and some of 
its tributaries. As a start in educating the 
public, the county might erect signs along 
the river bank calling attention to the 
penalties for depositing trash in streams. 
A careless public must be disciplin­ 
ed against using the county’s waterways 
as a convenient garbage pail. 


Distorted Values Creating 
Mental Anguish and Anxiety

He is concerned with getting plea- 
tai anguish and anxiety. As Aldous Hux- 
P l e a s e Rush 
sure and enjoyment whenever he wants 
it, no matter what he has to do to get 
it,.... He has no feeling at all for the 
rights of others. He is unreliable, un­ 
truthful, insincere.” 
This set of symptoms would seem to 
describe a growing body of attitudes in 
our society, in which Organization Men, 
Hidden Persuaders, and moral inaptitude 
are prevalent. 
It is, however, a description of a 
category of mental 
illness popularly 
known as “Psychopathic personality.” 
The psychopathic person is succinct­ 
ly seen by a noted psychiatrist as one 
who “has a wealth of means but shows 
a poverty of results.” 
And this type of person is the most 
difficult to treat, for there is no common 
ground from which to start treatment. 
While mental illness is approached from 
the standpoint of mental suffering which 
the person is desirous of ridding, the psy­ 
chopathic person neither profits from cen­ 
sure nor cares what others think. 
But particularly disturbing about 
this description is that it is so applicable 
to the social attitudes of our time. Such 
words as “integrity,” “honesty” and “con­ 
science” 
have 
lost 
currency 
in 
our 
thought. They have been unsurped by 
“prestige,” “getting along,” and “con­ 
formity.” 
And this “distortion of value sys­ 
tems,” as psychiatrists interviewed f o r 
this paper’s series on mental health have 
described it, is responsible for much men- 


ley points out in “Brave New World Re­ 
visited,” neurotic responses show a legiti­ 
mate reaction to a world out of kilter. 
Now the psychopathic personality 
lacking in conscience, feelings of humani­ 
ty, decency, justice, honesty and respon­ 
sibility is something else. “His sickness 
is in his character,” reads one prognosis. 
And this view can be enlarged to en­ 
compass American culture and its em­ 
phasis on the material: on flashy cars, 
automatic washers, and all other outlets 
for “conspicuous consumption.” 
It can be seen in the utter disregard 
for the inmates of our mental institutions 
where this country’s “wealth of means” 
has shown such a “poverty of results.” 
What is needed then is a “concern” 
for the nation’s number one crippler: 
mental illness. 
In the last in the series on this sub­ 
ject in this issue, the roles of religion and 
psychiatry are discussed. And religion, 
as it was theoretically conceived, requires 
this individual concern of man for his 
fellows. 
That this concern is lacking—that 
the sickness is in our character—is all too 
apparent, as a visit to our mental institu­ 
tions and juvenile courts will bear out. 
For psychiatry, however reluctant 
to moralize, can describe; and religion, e- 
ven if lacking the more penetrating tools 
of description, should moralize. And with 
this revitalized “concern” of each man 
for his fellowman “the truth shall make 
us free.’1

On August ll, the people of Mount Prospect 
will have a chance to say whether they want 
their library enlarged. The board of directors 
of the Mount Prospect public library invites the 
voters to visit the library in order to judge for 
themselves as to whether the present quarters 
can adequately serve the public. 
We invite you to look at the stacks and 
ask where can more books be placed. 
We 
ask where can more tables and chairs be 
placed for reference study. 
We want you 
to see the line at the check-out desk waiting 
for service. We invite you to visit the work 
room where books are repaired and cata­ 
logued, where clerical work is done and 
where records are kept. 
The library is probably used more than any 
other public building in the village. 
It is open 
six days a week, Monday through Friday front 
9 a. rn. to 9 p. rn. with a two hour shut down at 
noon and from 9 a. rn. to 5 p. rn. on Saturdays. 
It is open 12 months of the year. 
The present building was adequate IO 
years ago when circulation of books amount­ 
ed to 24,641. 
Circulation last year was 
344,041. 
It was designed to house 12,000 
volumes. Over 20,000 books are now’ on the 
shelves. 
A well-informed voter is a good citizen. Be­ 
fore you vote on the bond referendum for the 
library addition on August ll, we ask you to 
become well-informed. All you need to do is 
visit your library.

Among a number of legislative meas­ 
ures that eased through Illinois’ general 
assembly during the rushing final days 
of the 1958 session was House bill 1392. 
It deals with a comparatively quiet 
subject at the present time, but the bill’s 
stipulations should have more extensive 
significance in future years. Involved is 
the extension of service provided by the 
Metropolitan Sanitary district of Chicago 
into parts of DuPage county. 
The measure allows applications to 
the district for service from anv DuPage 
county municipality that also extends into 
Cook, and vice versa. It was authored 
and presented in the house by Rep. Wil­ 
liam A. Redmond, DuPage’s freshman 
offering at Springfield on the Democratic 
side. 
There is more to the bill than meets 
the eye, for it appears that at least a fair­ 
sized hole has been knocked through an 
imaginary wall that had previously been 
dented only a few times along the Du- 
Page-Cook line. And the hole has been 
produced with a worthwhile point of pub­ 
lic need. 
Bensenville is one of the several vil­ 
lages affected by the law which was mov­ 
ed through the upper house with the urg­ 
ing of Sen. John Graham, Republican 
from Barrington. This community is ex­ 
pected bo make use of the opportunity in 


the very near future. 


Pending cooperation of the city sani­ 
tary authorities, Bensenville would prob­ 
ably like to make use of the virtually un­ 
limited facilities from the Metropolitan 
district as quickly as possible. The vil­ 
lage is growing rapidly like many others 
and is currently in the middle of an in­ 
dustrial surge. 
The existing Bensenville disposal plant 
is very fine on the level to which it h^rs 
been used in the past, but it has been esti­ 
mated that $250,000 would be needed 
were it to be brought up to date to meet 
expected demands of the next few years 
—a financial requirement that could not 
easily be acquired. 
Other towns to which the bill can be 
applied if and when they find the need 
include Hinsdale, Roselle and Bartlett. It 
is in the Bartlett connection that Sen. 
Graham saw need for supporting the law 
since this Cook community has a prob­ 
lem in the same connection. 
The bill now permits Bartlett, when 
it’s ready, to supply the section of the vil­ 
lage that laps over into DuPage county 
with the sewer facilities that residents in 
this area have been expecting. And still 
other cities and villages in this day of ex­ 
panding boundaries will undoubtedly find 
use for the measure later.

numbers drive. 
The problem of schools in 
bygone days was to get enough 
racks for students’ bicycles. To­ 
day, high schools often must 
build parking lots to hold the 
mass of motor vehicles their 
students arrive in. 
If 
schools 
don’t construct 
parking lots, students have to 
leave their cars around th e 
school building— thereby cre­ 
ating a traffic hazard for mo­ 
torists and pedestrians. 


The motor vehicle, then, can 
be quite a headache to schools. 
Nearly six million teenagers 
—many 
of them 
students— 
drive cars. They make up a- 
bout I out of 14 of the na­ 
tion’s 80 million licensed driv­ 
ers.

A TEENAGE driver is in­ 
volved in I out of IO fatal auto 
accidents. Main fault of teens, 
according to the National Safe­ 
ty 
Council: 
a 
tendency 
to 
speed. 
“Lots of teenagers drive to 
school today,” the Council said. 
“And, 
unfortunately, 
young 
people too often get an urge to 
show off around their friends. 
“The result? More accidents 
involving teenagers.” 
Solution to the problem? 
“One way to bring dowrn the 
accident toll among young driv­ 
ers is for every student to take 
driver education,” the Council 
said. It urged adherence to this 


driving code: 
1. Be proud of your driving. 
Do your part to prove teen­ 
agers can be the best drivers 
on the road. 
2. Smooth driving is the mark 
of a pro. Don’t make jackrab­ 
bit starts, squealing turns and 
fast stops. 
3. Be courteous at the wheel. 
Give the other fellow a break. 
4. Don’t try to get ahead of 
the other driver, or to even the 
score if he’s inconsiderate. 
5. Speed is a killer. Adjust 
it to road, weather and traffic 
conditions. 
6. Keep both hands on the 
W’heel and 
your eyes on the 
road. 
7. Obey 
the law. Stop 
at 
stop signs. 
8. Keep your car in top con­ 
dition. Give special attention to 
tires, lights and brakes. 
9. Don’t be a bumper chaser. 
Keep a safe distance between 
you and the car ahead. 


Great Art and Gore 
TV Bullfights 
Offend Clergy

Evidently tickets are not going well for the Pan-American 
games. In order to draw attention to them, Chicago had its Lake 
Shore Drive blocked twice for some bicycle races. And in order 
to promote understanding of our Latin American neighbors. 
WBKB Saturday night telecast several bullfights. Anything goes 
as long as it promotes understanding, though I have a hunch the 
bullfights helped understanding along as much as would a filmed 
tour of the brothels of Tijuana. They showed us our neighbors at 
something less than their best. 


Not that we have any reason to judge them; we have some 
vices of our own. 
Let’s not judge them, then: let’s look at 
ourselves. Why must we broadcast bull fights, and watch them, 
and defend them? (Admittedly, I didn’t have to watch — but 
then, where would I have found grist for this column?) And, 
worst of all, why must we go through the hypocrisy of present­ 
ing “both sides” of the issue. As if WBKB really wanted to 
know’ I 


By now it should be pretty clear what my own reaction was. 
Journalists are to make their living off the obvious; columnists 
make theirs by finding the by-paths and exploiting the unexpected. 
I choose today to be perfectly obvious and to portray the reaction 
I would hope laymen should expect of clergymen, who are supposed 
to care a thing or two about humaneness and humanity. There 
is no reason to panic over the presentation of a video-taped bull­ 
fight or two. We have seen this in movies and read of it in books; 
great art has been inspired by the gore. But at this particular mo­ 
ment in history, during the last little twilight before die total dark 
sets in, we should be stressing the other side of man’s relation to 
others, to men and animals and nature. 
What was to me the most regrettable aspect of the display 
was the presence of a clergy man on the panel lending his sanc­ 
tion to what he kept referring to as an “art.” The fact that he 
was a priest was irrelevant; I trust regular readers of this col­ 
umn to know that my remarks are not prompted by a religious 
prejudice; no doubt some Protestant ministers and some rabbis 
share the offbeat hobby and would be willing to let religion 
be exploited for such purposes. On the clergyman’s part, we 
may write it off as a mistake in judgment, a hazard every man 
of the cloth takes on himself—and for which forgiveness must 
be and is plentiful. 
The more significant dimension is one we frequently explore 
here: that American society at all its points of uneasiness likes 
to wheel out religion as sanctioner of its evils and as purger of 
its apparent enemies. WBKB could have found other bullfight ex­ 
pert; it did not need to have a man with a collar except for creat­ 
ing the religious illusion that this was a live option for Christian 
people. All the “equal time” for response in the world will not 
erase the first impression. W7e were reassured by the priest that 
the stabbing of the bull is not torture and does not hurt because a 
brave bull will be enraged and thus will not feel it and a coward 
will be chased away. He did not mention that no one asked the 
bull whether he wanted to fight and whether it hurts: a race- 
dri ver or a boxer has a rational option. 
This isn’t first of all a plea for bulls, or a complaint of a 
crank. While I never amused myself in boyhood by tearing out 
wings of flies or blowing up toads, neither am I a vegetarian, 
anti-vivisectionist, or Schweitzerian: I like a few’ feet between 
myself and most animals. But if one’s first concern is not 
what this does to a bull, there is still time to think about what 
this does to man and to men. Here religion and the Christian 
faith have no option but to range themselves against all need­ 
less suffering by anyone (or anything) at any time at any place, 
particularly in the clear-cut case of causing cruelty to another 
for the sake of amusement. If this kind of thing goes, we may 
not be as far along the road as we thought from the days of 
bear-baiting or eye-gouging. Or so far from barbarism as we 
shall have to be for the crises of the years we face. 
The contrast is apparent: 
“Which of you shall have an . . . 
ox fallen into a pit, and will ne# straightway pull him out on the 
Sabbath day?” (Luke 14:5) “What a beautiful way to spend a Sun­ 
day, watching the art of killing a bull in Mexico City . . . ” 


Corn Crop Threat 


To Rural Motorists 


Motorists driving on rural roads 
are urged by the Illinois Traffic 
Safety Division to use extreme 
caution 
during 
the 
next 
few 
months because the com crop has 
reached a height where it sub 
stantially reduces driver visibility.

safety coordinator, 
s a i d re­ 
duced visibility at rural inter­ 
sections will be a hazard from 
now until the time the crop is 
harvested, about the middle of 
October. 
“Rural Illinois highways are 
dotted with hundreds of inter­ 
sections.” Campbell said, “and 
at this time of the year they 
are doubly dangerous because 
of growing crops which impair 
the driver’s ability to see.” 
“Many 
accidents 
at 
these 
blind 
intersections 
could 
be 
avoided,” he said, “if motor­ 
ists would use more 
caution 
and less speed.”

* 
STATE HIGHWAY division 
figures show more than 63 per 
cent of all fatal accidents in 
Illinois occur on rural roads. 
An estimated IO per cent of 
the rural road fatalities and 20 
per cent of these rural acci­ 
dents occur at intersections. 


“Another factor which makes 
rural driving especially dan­ 
gerous at this time of year,” 
Campbell said, 
“is the fact 
that many farm implements 
are on the road.” 
Farmers often must cross 
busy highways to get from one 
field to another. 
“The frequency of accidents 
involving 
tractors 
and 
non­ 
farm vehicles is on 
the in­ 
crease,” he said. “When a farm 
tractor and an automobile are 
involved in a fatal 
accident, 
it usually is the farmer who is 
killed,” he said.

CAMPBELL suggested far­ 
mers plan ahead to avoid un­ 
necessary movements of farm 
equipment on heavily traveled 
reads. “When farm equipment 
must be moved on highways, 
pick a time when traffic i s 
comparatively light, 
he a d- 
vised. 
“Only the most experienced 
operators 
should 
take 
farm 
machinery onto the highway,” 
Campbell said. “And if there 
are no lights on the vehicle, 
it’s much safer to leave it in 
the field overnight.”__________ _

Of News Role 


A Paddock Publications editor 
was a guest speaker at a clinic 
at Valparaiso university Friday, 
at which some 17 colleges and 
universities were represented. 
Speaking: on the topic, “What’s 
Wrong with Our Releases,” Ted 
Smart told publicity agents for 
the schools that readers were be­ 
ing 
increasingly 
subjected 
to 
“laboratory 
manipulation” 
by 
“news technicians.” 
“Many journalism schools are 
toying with the idea of changing 
over to schools of communica­ 
tions. Several major universities 
have already,” Smart said.

* 
T H E PADDOCK editor defined 
schools 
of 
communications 
as 
those emphasizing the study of 
psychology, motivation research, 
and statistics of public opinion 
polls, and charged that this ap­ 
proach to journalism leads to a 
“cold-blooded, statistical assault 
on the public.” 
“Mass manipulation is of spe­ 
cial value to advertising people 
and commercial public relations 
men. And, while knowledge of 
what motivates people is of gen­ 
eral value to newsmen and col­ 
lege PHJblicity people, it should not 
be the sole approach to college 
publicity.” Smart declared. 
Instead, Smart said, 
the re­ 
sponsibility to truth and 
good 
writing techniques should remain 
the tools of the college publicity 
man s profession.

American Starts 707 Jet Routes to Boston, Dallas

American Airlines will inaugu­ 
rate the first pure jet 707 service 
on the Chicago-Dallas and Chi- 
cago-Boston routes, start the first 
turboprop Electra service between 
Chicago and St. Louis, Detroit 
and El Paso, increase its Electra 
service between here and New 
York and Dallas and open two 
new Chicago ground facilities dur­ 
ing August, Chicago district sales 
manager

nounced today. 
Ferguson said that the expan­ 
sions are unusual for August, nor­ 
mally one of the lighter air travel 
months, but added that air traffic 
here is growing at an unprece­ 
dented rate due largely to public 
acceptance of the airline’s 707 j 
jet and Electra turboprop air­ 
planes.

IN THE SIX months that the 
two types of planes have been 
used by American, the 707s have 
carried more than 217,000 passen­ 
gers, and the Electras have carried 
over 250,000 passengers. Ifs esti­ 
mated that more than half the 
Electra passengers and probably 
one^third the 707 passengers have 
been traveling to or from Chicago. 


The new pure jet flights — one 
daily each way between O’Hare 
International Airport and Dallas 
and between O’Hare and Boston 
— will start August 21, trimming 
flying times on both routes to a- 
bout two hours. The O’Hare-Bos- 
ton jets also will serve San Fran­ 
cisco, increasing American’s non­ 
stop jet flights between Chicago 
and San Francisco to three daily 
in each direction. 
With the new services, Ameri­ 
can will be operating a total of 
28 flights daily at O’Hare, exactly 
double the number it had there 
before jet service was introduced 
here in March. Fourteen of the 
number will be 707 flights link­ 
ing O’Hare with Los Angeles and 
New York as well as San Fran­ 
cisco, Boston and Dallas.

THE INCREASE in jet service 
will be made possible, Ferguson 
explained, by the opening about 
Aug. 15 of a $350,000 jet passen­ 
ger facility at O’Hare, providing 
four “departure lounges,” a new 
concourse linking the lounges and 
the present O’Hare terminal, and 
a new outbound baggage handling 
system. The lounges will give A- 


merican four jet loading gates at 
O'Hare, compared with the one 
now used. The facilities are de­ 
signed as an “interim” installa­ 
tion to be used only until a new- 
permanent terminal is ready at 
the airport in 1961. 
Electra service will be introduc­ 
ed for the first time on the Chi­ 
cago St. Louis route Friday (Aug­ 
ust 7), when one flight daily each 
way will cut flying time to one 
hour nine minutes southbound and 
one hour three minutes north- 
1 bound.

Plant Next Spring’s 
Lawn Late This Month

Late sum m er is one of the best 
tim es to renovate old la uh s.

Hie job is started in August, and 
the laun seeded by September, 
the fall growth plus the growth 
the next spring will produce 
a 
turf thick enough to keep 
out 
crabgrass, and make it difficult 
for weeds to get started. 
•

* 
PROBABLY THE most impor­ 
tant step in renovating a lawn 
is the removal of all weeds. If 
there are few weeds in the lawn, 
or if the lawn is quite small, the 
weeds can be pulled. 
For large 
or weedy lawns, the 
chemical 
weed killers are almost a neces- 
•ity. 
Broad-leaved weeds such 
as 
dandelions, plantain, 
or 
chick- 
weed can be killed with 2,4-D, 
2,4,5-T or combinations of the two. 
Be sure to use these materials 
with care, as they will seriously 
injure or even kill broadleaved 
flowers, shrubs, or vegetables. It 
is best to apply weed killers at a 
tim e when there is no wind so 
that there is no chance for 
the 
fumes to drift to desirable plants. 
The new dry forms of these ma­ 
terials now on the market consid­ 
erably lessen the danger of dam­ 
age.

CRABGRASS CAN be k i l l e d 
with disodium methyl arsenate, 
potassium cyanate, 
or 
certain 
other compounds especially for­ 
mulated for this purpose. Several 
treatments may be necessary. 
Undesirable perennial 
grasses 
such as the tall fescues can be 
spot treated with grass killers 
such as Dowpon; however, unless 
the entire lawn is to be 
killed, 
Dowpon must be used with care 
as it kills desirable as well as 
weedy grasses. 


After the 
weeds 
have 
been 
killed, the lawn should be raked 
thoroughly to loosen the upper 
crust of soil and tear up the mat 
of dried grass. Low' places in the 
lawn should be filled in with fine 
topsoil.

TEN DAYS to two w'eeks after

When the soil is again dry, water 
once a day until two weeks after 
the seed has germinated. After 
two w'eeks, watering every day is 
no longer necessary, and more 
water can be applied at each wa­ 
tering.

Prevent Crop Dusting Woes

Liability for crop spraying 
or 
dusting dam ages can be avoided. 
These dam ages occur when weed 
insecticide sprays and dusts drift

H. W. HANNAH, University of 
Illinois professor of agricultural 
law', states that farmers, insecti­ 
cide and herbicide manufacturers 
and suppliers can and should take 
certain precautions

place their product on the market, 
they should determine whether it 
can injure other crops, livestock 
or even people. 
If a manufacturer states 
that 
persons can use his product safe­ 
ly by following certain precau­ 
tions, he cannot be held liable for 
dam ages if someone uses it care­ 
lessly. A federal court of appeals 
has made this ruling.

THE SAME COURT has also 
ruled that instructions and pre­ 
cautions printed on the container 
label must be easy for the aver­ 
age person to understand. 
For example, an Arizona court 
found an insecticide supplier neg­ 
ligent because he had not warned 
customers of the dangers in using 
a certain chemical. 


In another case, a court ruled a 
chemical company negligent. They 
had not fully tested a w'eed kill­ 
ing chem ical and did not know 
how' far the material would drift. 
Hannah recommends the fol­ 
lowing steps to farmers who w ant 
to avoid damage as well as dam­ 
age su its: 
When hiring a custom spray op­ 
erator, insist that he have liabil­ 
ity insurance protecting you from 
any consequences of drift dam­ 
age.

Loiv Rain, High Mercury 


Com yields drop 
most 
when 
June, July or August tem pera­ 
tures are abnormally high or rain­ 
fall is abnormally low’, according 
to a University of Illinois study of 
temperatures and rainfall in rela­ 
tion to com yields in seven south­ 
eastern Illinois counties. 


G. L. JORDAN, professor ag­ 
ricultural economics, reports that 
over the 27 years from 1930 to 
1956 low yields were associated 
with at least one month of defi­ 
cient rainfall. In three years rain­ 
fall was deficient in all three sum­ 
mer months. 
In several cases, 
high temperature, particularly in 
July, made the situation worse. 
Lowest yields occurred in 1954, 
w'hen corn dropped 21.6 bushels 
below' the yield trend. 
In that 
year temperatures were abnor­ 
m ally high in June, July and Au­ 
gust, and rainfall was below av­ 
erage in each of those months. 
The combination 
proved 
disas­ 


trous. Jordan points out 
In 1936 yields 
dropped 
12.75 
bushels below the 
yield 
trend. 
June temperature w'as about nor­ 
mal, but July and August tem ­ 
peratures were the highest in the 
27-year-period.

Tem­ 
perature was high in June but 
about normal in July and August.

fruit and vegetable marketing

selecting 
fresh 
peaches: 
For the best flavor regardless 
of variety, select mature peaches. 
The blush is attractive but is 
not a sure sign of maturity. Look 
for peaches with a creamy or 
yellowish ground color, because 


they 
will

ripen. 
Peaches picked before they are 
mature have 
a 
green 
ground 
color. They don’t have a good 
flavor and often shrivel instead 
of ripening. 
THE RANGE of firmness 
is 
usually described as hard. firm, 
firm-ripe and ripe. Peaches that 
have to trave] long distances are 
usually shipped wtien “hard” or 
“firm.” The Illinois peaches you 
buy don't have to go so far to 
reach you. so they are usually 
shipped when a little more ripe. 


Watch out for skin 
with oozing gum. 
TTuspunctures 
means 
that worms have beat you to the 
peach. If there are many rotten 
peaches in a lot, some of the 
sound-looking ones may be in­ 
fected and develop rot before 
they 'ripen. Small bruises may 
affect looks but not flavor, while 
deep bruises are wasteful.

State Saves Nutrients 


Whether to cook meat while it 
is still frozen or after it 
has 
thawed is a commonly debated 
question. 
University of Illinois food re­ 
searchers say some studies show' 
that some meat retains its nu­ 
trients better when >t is cooked 
from the frozen state. 
Mrs. Dorothy Ebner, U. of I. 
staff member, explains that drip 
(blood-like meat juice) f o r m s 
when frozen meat is allowed to 
thaw. This drip contains valuable 
nutrients that many homemak­ 
ers discard 
She says that cooking f r e sh 
m e a t causes some vit a rn i n 
losses. In general, 
about 
t h e 
same amounts of vitamins are 
retained in frozen meat as in 
fresh meat, especially if all the 
drip is used or if the meat is 
cooked from the frozen state.

Are on Increase 


Traffic accidents on rural, coun­ 
ty and local roads in Illinois are 
on the increase. In 1958, traffic 
fatalities on these roads increased 
more than 15 per cent and ac­ 
counted for 67.4 per cent of all the 
persons killed on Illinois high­ 
ways. 
In contrast, traffic deaths on 
primary state highways in rural 
areas decreased more than 22 
per cent. 
Excessive speed on rural coun­ 
ty and local roads is one of the 
leading causes for their relative­ 
ly high death rate. 
* * * 
MOTORISTS 
accustomed 
to 
driving on expressways and pri­ 
mary highways often forget that 
the higher speeds possible on the 
newer and better highway are ex­ 
tremely dangerous on county and 
secondary roads. 
Also, secondary roads often are 
not marked as well as the pri­ 
mary highways. And many coun­ 
ty roads have not been adequate­ 
ly speed-zoned. 
Narrow bridges present another 
hazard. 
Although most of

for two lanes of traffic, many of

subdivision — Robindell. 
outside 
Houston—was like a thousand others 
around the country until we all decided to 
get together and turn it into a summer resort. 
It all began on a hot aPemoon with a 


Wishful Thinking Session. About six neigh­ 
bors were standing around talking about 
how hot it was and how we envied people 
with swimming pools and what a refreshing 
dive in a nearby pool would mean to us 
after a couple of hours of car-washing or 
gardening. 
My wife and I knew quite a bit about 
community swirryming-pool projects around 
town, because w ed done a lot of investi­ 
gating on the subject before we bought in 
Robindell. We knew the drawbacks all too 
well. We’d wanted to settle in a “pool com­ 
munity," but 
we’d soon 
discovered 
we 
couldn’t afford the hidden pool tariff in­ 
cluded in the cost of the lot in most pool 
communities. We’d also found that a good 


number of supposedly “free" swimming 
pools charged an admission fee for each 
member of the family for every swim of 
the season. If we multiplied this charge by 
the number of members of our family who 
would be paying individual admission, it 
was more than we could afford. 
What we needed, we all agreed, was a 
pool and recreation center where somebody 
could watch all the kids, where the wives 
could sunbathe and where the husbands 
could go for a swim atter work and on 
week ends. 
Though our subdivision had been built 
on what was prairie land only a few years 
ago. a building boom had hit the area and 
land values had increased accordingly. We 
couldn’t afford the land for our project. 
This was our biggest stumbling block. 
We have one big advantage in Robindell. 
Our developer. Bob kuldell. lives right in 
our subdivision and whatever problems we 
have. Bob shares, too.

He knew that we wanted something bet­ 
ter. cheaper, more workable than any pool 
plan any of us had yet seen.

of this proves is that Mr. W eidman would be as big 
a fool to stay in the country as I would be to leave 
it. Just now at any rate. I cannot speak for my 
emotions five or ten years hence. 


As of now. I like the trees and grass, as part of a 
context of living that I will simply call elbow room 
I can just idle out of my front or back door, to smell 
the viburnum or to torm ent the dog by throwing his 
ball into the brush. For one used to this indoor-out­ 
door flexibility, a city apartm ent would be sheer 
prison. W hat a production it is to step outside in the 
city, on your own behalf or a dog s!

OR all these advantages I pay the price — com ­ 
muting. There is no use belittling that. There is no 
use glossing over the regimented morning: get up.

F 


r o m the terrace o n which I am framing these 
observations, I can see my six-year-old son play­ 
ing in the back lot. He is wearing a Yankee uniform 
to which is affixed a large sheriff's badge Thus clad. 
he is holding up the Wells Fargo people, until such 
time as I quit this nonsense and resume batting out 
fungos to him. In the city, this would have to be 
stickball in the street. Out here, it can be on a lawn 
or in a pasture. That is one of the reasons why I 
like living here. There are others even triter. 
I love to smell viburnum in the dooryard after 
dinner. I love that fountain of red and green called 
flowering quince, that crowd of little Rorschach faces 
in the pansy bcd. I long, when the red-leather leaves 
of the sour gum have vanished and her boughs are 
bare, to see them feathered once again with falling 
snow. I love to watch Wakeman’s pond freeze over, 
and when it has, go skating on it. I love to skate 
alone by moonlight, or with my children; or when 
I have tired of these pleasures, with some pretty girls 
who sometimes show up there, one of whom is a 
beginner and who clings to me as though I were an 
analyst. I urge playing baseball over going to see 
the Yankees and I recommend skating above a trip 
to the lcecapades. 
If I defend the country in the winter, who will 
do as much for the city in the summer? From June 
to September most cities are ovens, the devotees of 
which are nowhere to be seen. They are all down at 
the beach or in the mountains, cooling their heads 
over a tall one. Those doomed to remain behind have 
no refuge but a droning air conditioner, a movie, or 
a municipal beach or swimming pool. There they lie. 
in a horrible togetherness, under the beating sun. 
with or without suntan lotion, depending on whether 
they want to be broiled or merely sauteed. By this 
time I am nut-brown, and can have my choice of 
maple shade or a nearby quiet beach. It isn’t a very 
good beach—a mile of shore with more rocks than 
a prison workyard and less sand than a peck of 
spinach-but lying on one of those pneumatic rafts 
on which Gatsby lost his life. I am all right. There 


I sprawl, reading “The Enemy Camp" and drinking 
Vichyssoise through a straw. Pretty decadent, what? 
(Sort of an urban sprawl.) 
No one need remind me that the physical and 
financial costs of coming by all these blessings consti­ 
tute me a fool. But modern man is a fool no matter 
where he lives. A suburban father eating carrots that. 
after adding up the soil food, garden tools and rabbit 
fencing, cost him fifteen cents apiece is a ludicrous 
figure. So is a man in a taxi proceeding downtown 
at half the speed of the pedestrians flanking him on 
either side. The woman in The N ew Yorker who 
asked her friend. “Shall we walk or do we have time 
to take a cab?" was not kidding. And there are 
millions like her. 
M 
R. Jerome Weidman, in the thrilling screed with 
which he brightened these pages recently, re­ 
minds us that the historic drive of mankind is toward 
the city. He is right. 
Then why is it that our greatest city has lost almost 
a hundred thousand in the last decade or so, a decline 
of over one percent in the population when the popu­ 
lation in general is going up? 
By now it is clear that this argument is senseless. 
as well as endlessly protractile. It is time I reminded 
us of the simple thing it all boils down to—you pays 
your money and you takes your choice. Or to put 
them in their proper order, you takes your choice 
and pays your money. I too. like Mr. Weidman, have 
spent sixty bucks going in to the theatre and to 
Yankee Stadium. But if no dramatic entertainment 
I have recently seen struck me as worth sixty bucks, 
neither is it worth sixteen, which is what a pair of 
Saturday-night tickets will cost him, and which will 
comprise his total outlay provided he dines at home 
and lives next door to the playhouse. The theatre 
has priced itself out of my custom, leaving me where 
it found me, a movie fan. But there is no film I want 
to see that doesn't eventually reach the hometown 
movie theatre. So for me this problem is academic. 
Others are not, however, and the parts of Mr. 


Weidman's remarks I found most telling were those 
that echoed regrets for the city lodged deep in 
my own breast. Most of us are not simon-pure coun­ 
try types at all, but hybrids, like the things we grow. 
If my baseball and ice-skating references leave the 
impression that I am a simple outdoor type, I must 
hasten to correct it. I am sedentary and complicated. 
There are times when the only exercise I get is 
slapping midges, and the only exercise I get at all 
regularly is walking. The bulk of that is done in 
the city streets during my lunch hour or between 
business appointments, I freely admit. You cannot 
walk on country roads-too many cars whizzing by, 
with, what is worse, every seventh one stopping to 
ask whether you want a lift. None of this is simple, 
citizens. Walking is one of the pleasures you give 
up- not gain-when you move to the country. 
These are a few threads in the tangled skein of 
pros and cons out of which every man must make 
his own sense, pursuing his own tastes. That’s what 
it all comes down to in the end—your personal tastes. 
lf you like hollyhocks, come to the country. If what 
you want is ham hocks, stick close to the Blue Rib­ 
bon on 44th Street in Manhattan, or to the Red Star 
Inn on North Clark Street in Chicago. 
I gnash my teeth with Mr. Weidman over what it 
costs to take my family in for a day of fun and food 
in the city. And there are times in the morning when, 
as I lie in bed listening to the song sparrows, thrushes 
and yellow-bellied sapsuckers that have awakened me, 
I miss the whistle-sharp, clear, distinct—of the dou­ 
ble-breasted doorman. 
B 
UT if I have city hankerings, there is no evidence 
in Mr. Weidman’s valedictory that he has country 
ones. There is no reason why he should. I know 
people who hate foliage. I believe it was one of the 
French novelists who detested nature with its con­ 
stant leaf-mold reminders of the fertilizer to which 
he would himself one day be reduced. A counterpart 
of this would be the melancholy evocations, on ur­ 
ban boulevards, of Nineveh and Tyre. All that any 
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h e n this copy of your SUBURBIA TODAY 
reaches you, we, the Davis family of Short Hills, 
New Jersey, will be in Moscow as part of the American 
National Exhibition — and all because we are a typical 
American suburban family. 
Our mission in Moscow is to be ourselves. Three 
or four times a day we will make our appearance 
under the enormous translucent plastic umbrellas of 
the Exhibition building in Sokolniki Park, showing 
off business clothes and play clothes and party clothes 
and blue jeans (the kind of clothes we wear every 
day, in other words) in the U.S. Fashion Industries’ 
presentation of how Americans dress. We have learned 
enough Russian to be able to tell our audiences who 
we are in their equivalent of words of one syllable, 
and from there, Russian-speaking fashion expert Vera 
Bacal goes on to describe how we live and what we 
do in our sensational — to their eyes - blue jeans and 
drip-dry business suits and happy-go-lucky sun dresses. 


H ow It All Started 
This assignment had its beginning in Short Hills on 
a typical week-day morning last April. The kids, one 
by one, had banged their way down the stairs, clattered 
through breakfast, grabbed their books, and started 
for school. With less uproar I had also breakfasted, 
kissed my wife, Sally, good-bye, and gone off to work 
in the city. When the front door closed for the last 
time Sally looked about her. Laundry day, and five 
beds to strip and make up. Marketing. My suits to go 
to the cleaner’s. Our daughter had a music lesson at 
three; one boy would have to be chauffeured to the 
dentist at four; the other had a Little League game 
at 5:30; Sally’s report was due for the P.T.A.; there 
was fertilizer to be picked up for the roses; we had 
people coming for dinner; and when in the middle of 
this day was anything going to be done about touch­ 
ing up the house or getting the winter clothes ready 
to put away? 
“It all looked so impossible,” Sally told me later, 
“I just sat down on the sofa and had another cup of 
coffee and started reading the paper.” 
Such moments of defiance, I believe, are known 
once in a while to most suburban wives on days when 
the load, as the electricians say, gets too heavy for 
the circuit. 
As Sally went through the paper, she noticed a 


story on the Fashion Industries’ plans for the exhibi­ 
tion in Moscow. To show the Russians how Americans 
dress, they were going to send over some professional 
models, and some glamorous fashions from the big 
designers, but they were also going to select three typi­ 
cal families who would show the clothes that average 
Americans wear every day. 
All her life Sally has been interested in fashion — she 
graduated from the Tobe-Coburn School of Fashion — 
and she read the whole story with care. The Fashion 
Industries had decided to pick, for their three typical 
families, a workingman’s family, a family with a work­ 
ing mother, and a suburban family. 
The typical suburban family was defined in very 
general terms — “a certain income bracket, more than 
one child, a commuting husband, and, of course, a 
home in the suburbs.” 


The Committee Says Yes 


That more or less describes us all, doesn't it? As 
she read the paper at home on that April morning 
Sally suddenly asked herself, “Why aren’t we the typi­ 
cal suburban family?” And the next minute she was 
on the telephone asking to speak to the reporter who 
had written the column. The reporter suggested she 
get in touch with Eleanor Lambert, Fashion Publi­ 
cist. Miss Lambert’s office told her she could get an 
appointment in the city with the selections committee 
at three o'clock that same afternoon, and from that 
point on, Sally picked up speed. Laundry was rushed 
into a bundle—with no list, she reported later—a “sitter” 
was engaged for the afternoon’s chauffeuring, a sand­ 
wich was made for Chuck, our youngest, and left on 
the kitchen table with a note saying “Have gone to 
the city—see you after school,” marketing was done by 
telephone, and Sally left for New York and her three- 
o’clock interview. While she was with the selections 
committee she saw Leonard Hankin, vice-president of 
Bergdorf Goodman, who had been appointed by the 
White House to head the Fashion Industries’ part of 
the Exhibition. She showed him snapshots of all of us, 
and the house in Short Hills, and told him why she 
felt we qualified, and when she left she had an appli­ 
cation blank for us to fill out. 
Before she started for home, she called me at the 
office. The conversation went like this: 
Sally: Could you get six weeks off to go to Moscow? 


Chuck, at IO, had some reser­ 
vations about the Russian trip 
if it was going to mean being

Jane is in the seventh grade 
at Millburn Junior High, sings 
in the choir and the girls 
chorus, loves music enough to 
practice of her own accord. 


Me: Where ARE you? 
Sally: In New York. 
Me: What about the kids? 
Sally: We’ll take them along. 
Me: Are you all right? 
We went ahead and filled out the applications and 
the next week the committee asked the whole family 
to come into the city and be interviewed, and in we 
went, five strong. They had many other candidates, of 
course, but to our complete joy they finally chose us, 
because, I guess, we are so typical. 
To begin with, we own our own house—at least, we 
and the bank do. But the time is coming when we 
will nose the bank out, just as the time is coming 
when we will root the last clump of crab grass out of 
the front lawn. We are not one bit worried about 
what is happening to the lawn this summer, inciden­ 
tally. I put so much weed killer on it last spring that 
nothing can struggle through the scorched earth this 
season. No lawn-mowing problem. 


O ur T yp ical F eatu res 
We have three children. The statistics for the typi­ 
cal suburban family call for 3.4, but we are very 
pleased with the round number we have. First there 
is Jeff, age 15, a sophomore at Millburn High School, 
and an Explorer Scout. He plays the drums in the 
school band, baseball on the Junior Varsity, and is 
working toward his senior life-saver’s badge at the 
"Y”. lf we weren't in Moscow this summer Jeff, hope­ 
fully, would have had a paid job, taking care of the 
neighbors' lawns or helping out at one of the stores. 
Jane comes next, three years younger than Jeff. She 
is in the seventh grade at Junior High and is a Girl 
Scout. She asked to have piano lessons and practices 
of her own accord and, this we have to admit, is not 
very typical of most twelve-year-olds we know. She

whopping 50% of the 450 families put down 
their six dollars and indicated that they’d 
he willing to pay the $60 initiation fee, 
plus just $30 per year dues for the entire 
family, however big the family, and six 
dollars per year tax. It was much less than 
the average family would invest in a sum ­ 
mer vacation, and would provide summer 
recreation for the entire family. 


E\ervlM>dy In The Act 


Our first meeting was called in the A&P 
store parking area on Sunday, July I, 1956. 
Officers were elected. I was chosen, with 
eleven others, to serve on the board. We 
made one happy discovery. There were ex­ 
perts among us who could help in almost 
every phase of planning. Scott Stubbs, our 
first president, was a consulting engineer. 
R. K. Hutton, an accountant, could help 
us figure our costs. Secretary of our group, 
R. E. Lewis, happened to be an attorney. 
We had the district m anager of an electrical 
supply com pany who agreed to get our pool 
lighting at cost. There was even a tax expert 
among us! This was how we discovered, 
early in the game, that we could save a lot 
in taxes by chartering our Association as 
a non-profit corporation “organized for the 
purpose of operating a swimming pool and 
social club for the sole benefit of members.” 
We secured sample charters from almost 
every state in the union, and from many 
corporations which employed Robindell res­ 
idents. We picked the best and most adap­ 
table features from these and included them 
in the Robindell Recreation Association’s 
charter. 
We then needed a pool contractor. How 
to find the right one? We consulted the yel­ 
low pages of the telephone directory, and 
invited all 
to submit bids. They varied 
widely. The low bid saved us $2,000! 
Our accountant then sat down and figured 
the pool would cost us about $12,500. It 
would accom modate 750 families or 3,000 
people. The Gunite-spraved pool was to be 
built so it could be expanded into a com ­ 
petition-sized pool for an additional $3,000 
to $4,000 when funds became available. 
Bob kidded then donated the land, worth 
$5,000. We thanked him by giving him 40 
memberships which he could offer to new 
residents in homes then being built. This 
covered his cost for the land. 


Raining: T h e A nte 


After many coffee klatches (the coffee 
tab ran high!) we just went ahead and 
plunged. If we had it to do over, we’d have 
got our construction cost in the bank before 
we started, as a contractor has to be paid in 
full and if our obligations couldn’t be met. 
a mechanic's lien could be obtained against 
us. As it was, we just began a house-to-house 
campaign to collect the balance of the $96.00 
from each for initiation fees and first year’s 
dues needed to finance the project. While 250 


families had already paid the six dollars in­ 
dicating they’d go along with the $96.00 tax 
to finance costs, only 105 cam e through! 
Every body in the entire subdivision seemed 
suddenly to be expanding his family, and 
money was tight. Those who weren t, seemed 
to be buying new carpeting or hi-fi, with no 
money left over. W hat to do? We decided 
to approach the bank for a loan. But we 
were a non-profit organization, and that 
made us a bad risk. The only way we could 
secure the loan, we discovered, was for three 
of us to sign the note and make ourselves 
responsible. We d id -an d it was a decision 
that none of us has ever regretted. 
Because of our developer’s cooperative 
spirit, our Association now owns its land 
in fee and its pool in entirety, with no ties 
to the developer. Its all ours and its all 
really quite wonderful! 


Operation Success 


Use of the pool includes free swimming 
lessons by American Red Cross instructors. 
We could have cut corners on paying sal­ 
aries to instructors, since they range from 
about $200 to $400 per month. But we 
got the best, and it has paid off. Some of 
our kids who were non-swimmers two years 
ago walked off with ninth place among six­ 
teen veteran teams in the Junior Olympics 
recently—and there hasn’t been a single acci­ 
dent in the pool. We operate it seven days 
a week during the swimming season and 
keep it open until 9 p.m. to give late-working 
residents a chance for a dip before dinner. 
W ednesday nights, from seven until nine, 
we restrict the pool to adults to give parents 
time to themselves. 
O ur operating cost, during the swimming 
season runs to about $1000 per month, and 
we have taken out a $50,000 liability in­ 
surance policy which costs the Association 
only $70 per year. 
It would be overly modest not to admit 
that our pool is an unqualified success. 
We've constructed $800 worth of rest rooms 
with redwood siding and slab floors. W e’ve 
bought an $859.76 enclosure and furnished 
the area with $200.66 worth of outdoor 
tables and chairs. We have more than 250 
memberships and could sell more to sur­ 
rounding communities if we wished to do so. 
The pool has increased the resale value of 
all our houses, and if we care to sell our 
pool memberships when we sell our prop­ 
erty. it’s a cinch to do so. 
When we need extra funds, the com m un­ 
ity spirit which the pool has helped to build 
so successfully, can be used to raise money 
through dances, raffles, and other activities. 
The Robindell pool is a good plan for 
luxury living on a budget income. It offers 
new friends, new' fun, and a ready-made va­ 
cation spot right in our own backyard- 
just about the biggest $96.00 worth we 
could hope to find!
